agents have more territo ry than they 
can well handle, and have not the 
time to spare to investigate condi­ 
tions as they should be.

Pontotoc county

The value of air in our life opera­ 
tions may be understood from the 
discomfort arising if we attem pt to 
do without it for ONE MINUTE. So 
im portant Is oxygen of the common 
air to our life functions that Nature 
has not even left it to our wills 
whether we take it or not, but with­ 
out “taking thought,” without willing, 
even against our wflls we breathe. 
But we do have the power to select 
what we breathe. 
To aid in this se­ 
lection it is arranged that most un­ 
clean air Is unpleasant, ill-smelling 
or nauseous. 
A few deep breaths 
of pure, sweet air will send a thrill 
cf exhilaration and delight through 
the system at such a pace that it 
seems we w*ould be lead instantly to 
KNOW Its need, and demand its pres­ 
ence. 
But we are not. Many are 
really too lazy to breathe sufficient. 
Take 
the 
case 
of 
the 
negro. 
He 
would rather *be cosy and snug than 
have all the delights of pure air. He 
shuts himself in his cabin as close 
as he can, bars down all doors and 
windows, covers up his head and 
SLEEPS. Result: Annual increase of 
tuberculosis among his race at such 
a rate that it seems this will be the 
solution of the raee question, so far 
as the negro is concerned. 
Experiments made ^n last few years 
demonstrate beyond any kind of doubt 
that the safest “cure” for tuberculo­ 
sis is clean air, pure air and plenty 
of it every minute day and night. 
Climate does not seem to count so 
much as a factor. Hundreds of per­ 
sons are now sleeping out of doors 
north of Washington City along the 
Atlantic coast line, and seem to be 
getting about same results they do on 
the plains of the West. 
All the re­ 
quirement seems to be clean air every 
minute of day and night. 
• 'But a small dose of prevention is 
worth many pounds of cure. If these 
ravages of the White Plague surrend­ 
er to the oxygen treatm ent of clean 
air, what are we to learn a3 to the 
power of God’s out door air as a 
preventive? 
Tuberculosis 
is 
prob­ 
ably our worst enemy, yet ft is very 
doubtful if a single case could be 
developed in a person who treats him­ 
self every minute of day and night 
to a plentiful supply of God’s clean 
air.
